Two films currently 


showing in the city 
highlight the gap -be- 
tween different cul- 


tures. One is set in the 
American past, the 
other in present day 
Australia. 


Both carry a signi- 
ficant message but one 
manages to convey it 
better than the other. 


“WALKABOUT” 


(Cinema Centre 1, 140 
Bourke St.) spans Aus- 
tralia from the frustra- 
tion and grind of the 
city to the purity and 
timelessness of the 
desent. 


Two school children 
(Jenny Agutter and 
Lucien Roeg) are taken 
by their psychologically 
disturbed father from 
the city to the desert 
where he intends to kill 
himself and them. 


He suicides but they 
escape and so begins 
their journey back to 
civilization, 

In the desert they are 
facing death until an 
Aboriginal youth on 
(David 
Gumpilil), finds them 
and delivers them back 
to the settlement. 


On the way friend- 
ship grows between the 
three and there is even 
a hint of love between 
the youth and the girl 
which because of the 
cultural gap separating 
them ends tragically if 
not realistically, 


The film is beautiful- 
ly photographed to the 
extent that one feels 
the outback is the real 
star of the film and it 
does look at the prob- 


Jems of cultural differ- 
ence and the choice 
between city and coun- 


~ try but somehow it just 


doesn’t come off, 


Too much of the film 
is skimpy and drawn 
out and the limitations 
set by the plot are 
never really overcome, 
so that a film which 
could have said so 
much achieves some- 
thing less. 


On the other hand 
“LITTLE BIG MAN” 
(Rapallo, 11 Russell St.) 
starring Dustin Hoff- 
man, as the white man 
who becomes an Indian 
and vice-versa through- 
out the film, really 
gives the feeling of the 
futility of one race 
dominating another be- 
cause it points out in 
many subtle, hu- 
mourous and  some- 
times brutal ways the 
endless cruelty of men 
towards each other. 


That the film Gn con- 
trast to TV) comes out 
on the side of the In- 
dian says little for the 
white man and we alf 
end up cheering for the 
“human beings” (as the 
Indians ironically call 
themselves) when 
General Custer is wiped 
out. 


However their vic- 
tory is hollow for gra- 
dually the Indian is 
pushed back into the 
reservation to live out 
his days, a mere shad- 
ow of the warrior whe 
roamed the plains, 


What this film has to 
say (and says so well) 
is vitally relevant to us 
all today.
